Present Land Use/Zoning/General Plan Designation: Within the City, Carillion Boulevard is a divided, north-south arterial facility
that generally serves northeast Galt. Currently, Carillion Boulevard extends from Twin Cities Road southward to Simmerhorn
Boulevard. The extent of Carillion Boulevard is roughly contiguous with the boundaries of the City’s Northeast Area Specific Plan.
The zoning and General Plan designations of the planning area will not change.

Project Description: The Carillion Boulevard Corridor Plan (proposed project) consists of a planning-level document identifying
various future roadway improvements along existing segments and planned extensions of Carillion Boulevard. The proposed project
would provide for implementation of a road diet along the roadway, as well as installation of roundabouts at most intersections, among
other improvements. The improvements included in the proposed project have been designed to implement the Complete Streets
policy framework identified in the Circulation Element of the General Plan.
